Our English Letter. 


By EDWARD J. NANKIVELL. 





Many collectors follow lines, in collecting, which they have marked out 
for themselves somewhat off the beaten course. Some collect in horizontal 
pairs, some have a special fondness for strips, top or bottom, showing the 
marginal numbers, a sort of development of the plate number collecting idea 
on your side, other collectors go in for blocks of four of each value. But I 
think I may say that the most favorite development is the collection of 
horizontal pairs. They look neat on the page, and the advantage of a pair 
over a single copy, from the specialist’s point of view, is that in a pair you 
get at least one perfect line of perforation in the case of perforated stamps ; 
and in the case of imperforate stamps you get an unquestionable imperf. 
which, in not a few cases in very valuable stamps, makes all the difference 
seeing that so-called imperfs. are frequently faked out of perf. copies of 
corner stamps. 


But the most complex development of specialising in methods is noted 
by Mr. Ewen in his Weekly Circular. He tells us that a well known 
Lancashire collector has a collection, the feature of which is that there are 
four copies of each stamp in a collection of English, once with a London 
cancellation, once with an English provincial cancellation, also with Scotch 
and Irish obliterations. 


Another collection he notes, consists solely of stamps with date post- 
marks, every month of every year being represented by a set of stamps 
cancelled in that particular month. Again, he says, a Birmingham collector 
has a 1d black English on entire letter for every day that they were in use. 


When a man specialises he can go what road he pleases, and only the 
specialist knows how many and how enjoyable and informative are the many 
possible lines of collecting open, and, indeed, temptingly open, to the man 
who thoroughly studies the crudities of the early postal history of most of the 
favorite countries. 


By the way, Mr. Ewen to whom I have been referring, is following up 
his idea of doing business in English stamps on Stock Exchange methods, 
that is, publishing the price at which he will buy each stamp, and the price 
at which he will sell the same. I have not yet heard how it works. ‘That I 
shall want to know from those who try him for the price at which he professes 
his willingness to be the buyer. His prices to buy at seem to average about 
half his selling price. ‘‘ My rule,” said a big dealer to me a few days since, 
“is quarter catalogue.” Rather a different complexion, that. I make no com- 
ment, Every man has a perfect right to buy in the cheapest market and sell

in the dearest—if he can do it, and keep his customers in a good temper. 
But I am inclined to think that the prices which some dealers have offered 
in not a few cases have done much to generate disgust with collecting from 
the investment side of the question. Some day the balance will be re-adjusted 
and then it will be better times all round, for there will be more mutual 
respect, and more confidence. 


Business still seems to be improving all round in the stamp trade. 
Whether it will improve sufficiently to enable some shaky ones to weather the 
storm is another matter. It is to be hoped it will, but, from what I hear, I 
am very dubious. The City is full of whispers of bailiffs and writs, and many 
are asking how much longer these not very profitable methods of doing busi- 
ness are going to last. More I will not say, for 1 do not wish to prejudice 
the chance of the shaky parties. I shall, however, be not surpised if the 
year records some little changes. Few men are expected to live long with 
their temperature above 103. There are some City stamp firms whose 
temperature is normally much above 103. 


Some good folks are shaking their heads over the number of shops of a 
philatelic character that are being opened in the Strand. Collectors sing in 
chorus “ Let ’em all come.” ‘The welcome from their fellows however does 
not always seem so cordial. Still, the more the merrier, and, probably, the 
brisker trade. New issues are, as a consequence, being cut finer and finer. 
The day of “ double face” is over in the Strand. I am told other develop- 
ments may have to be recorded ere long. However, sufficient for the day is 
the evil thereof. The other developments will keep for a much later letter 


I gather from the Philatelic Journal of /ndia that the new three pies 
stamp is not, as suspected here, the forerunner of a new series, but simply a 
solitary revival of a displaced design, the design of the nine pies. 


The Philatelic Journal of India has in the number just to hand for 
February put an end, once and for ever, to the much disputed “ die 1” of 
Kashmir. Mr. D. P. Masson, now the recognised authority on Kashmir, 
because of his industrious researches and investigations on the spot, 
says, that having examined a used and an unus-d copy he no longer hestitates 
to express his conviction that it is not a genuine stamp of Kashmir. He 
then proceeds to expose the differences. The editor puts the finishing touch 
in a foot note in which he says, “ We had a perfectly open mind on this sub- 
ject till we visited Jummoo lately, and saw the merriment caused to some of 
the state officials by the supposition th.t such a die could ever have been 
passed by even an intoxicated official, or could have been cut by the most 
ignorant and stupid seal-cutter.”. And then he adds by way of finally ringing 
down the curtain on Die I, “ We consider it quite beyond the region of 
dispute that the so-called Die I is a forgery pure and simple, made in Europe.’ 


“Made in Europe!”’ It must be quite a consolation to the Indian 
collector to know that for once the native is acquitted of a philatelic crime. 
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The Philatelic Journal of Great Britain has resumed its Index List of 
articles that have appeared in the philatelic press. Those who study, as well 
as collect, will be thankful for such a guide to matter to be read. 


In the matter of publishing it is really curious to note the amateur ideas 
that seem to dominate some of our philatelic publishers, in fact, most of them. 
Take for instance the case of bound vols. Here are the prices of numbers 
and vols. in each case of three leading philatelic journals :— 


London Philatelist, in numbers, 5s. in vol. 17s. 
Monthly Journal, do 3s. do 7s. 6d. 
Philatelic Journal of Great Britain, in numbers, 2s. 6d. in vol. 9s 


Could anything be more absurd than these prices? Let us examine 
them in detail. It is usual in the cases of most, if not all, journals to 
lay aside a certain proportion of sheets for binding up into volumes at the 
end of each year. Those sheets represent less cost than the complete 
numbers because they are minus the advertising sheets. 

The London: Philatelist is bound sumptuously in half morocco, gilt tops. 
The cost, however, would be for binding not more than 5s. say 7s so as to 
allow for the usual trade discount and a profit on the binding, and add this 
to the 5s for which the numbers are to be got, and you get what the charge 
should be, and would be in the case of a publishing firm, 12s. That is to 
say, there is a prohibitive charge on the bound vol. amounting to no less 
than 5s per vol. enough to reduce all sales of bound vols to a minimum. 

The Monthly Journal is bound in cloth, gilt lettered, side and back. 
The cost of the numbers is 2s. the cost of the case would be not more than 
1s. but the bound vol. is charged 7s. 6d. nearly double what any ordinary 
publishing firm would put it at. 

The last on the list is however the worst sinner of the three. The 
Philatelic Journal of Great Britain costs, in numbers, 2s. 6d. It is bound 
in a simple cloth case which would not cost more than 9d. Yet the bound 
vol. is priced at gs. about three times what an ordinary publishing firm would 
price it. Some day it is to be hoped that our philatelic publishers will follow 
ordinary trade principles in their publishing and not price bound vols. of 
expired numbers as if they were copies of the “ Post Office’ Mauritius. 


I note that the London Philatelist says the new Virgin Islands stamps are 
“‘ evidently the work of Messrs. Waterlow & Sons.”” Personally, I do not see 
the slightest resemblance to Waterlow engraving in the stamps. I shall be very 
much surprised to learn that I am wrong in crediting them to Messrs. De la 
Rue. They appear to me to lack the fine engraved style so characteristic of 
Waterlow’s work. Closely examined, they are rough specimens of engraving, 
though very neat in design. One writer sees in them, curiously enough, a 
terrible tendency on the part of a British colony towards Roman Catholicism. 
Some people can discern the cloven hoof in every human act. 


The new Maltas do not escape criticism and suspicion. Nota few are 
asking what little Malta wants of such a high value as ten shillings, and 
many do not hestitate to assert that it can only be required for sale to 
collectors. Perhaps we shall have an official exp!anation later on. 
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Imperial Penny Postage is going to be such a nuisance to those Colonies 
that have not adopted it that life will not be worth living to the postal officials 
till all have fallen into line, for the very simple reason that the general state- 
ment has gone forth from the first that practically Imperial Penny Postage 
has been extended to all the British Colonies, with the exception of Australia. 
The public will not be bothered remembering which are the few colonies that 
have not adopted the penny rate, and consequently just puts a penny stamp 
upon all alike. Therefore, the postal officials of the countries out of line 
have to be continually surcharging letters with a double deficiency fee. Of 
course this leads to a considerable amount of bad language, and no doubt 
the postal officials are cussed heartily. 


Shoals of letters have been going to Australia by every mail stamped 
only with a penny stamp, and have been duly surcharged the deficiency and 
fine. Kut this surcharging cannot go on forever. ‘Ihe public won't stand it. 
What are the officials to do? They have issued notices to the public on 
both sides that they are in the wrong in yet abandoning the 2%d rate in 
certain cases. The public thinks the penny should apply all round, and I 
guess they will go on using penny stamps all round just out of sheer cussed- 
ness. Of course, in the end, and probably before long, the excepted colonies 
will have to adopt Imperial Penny Postage, if only for the sake of 4 quiet life. 


Already, little Malta, which is one of the outstanding colonies, has issued 
a notice that it throws up the sponge so far as the surcharging and fine for 
deficient postage are concerned. ‘‘ His Excellency. the Governor directs it 
to be notified that after this date no surcharge of postage will be claimed by 
the Malta Post Office on letters from the United Kingdom weighing under 
¥% oz. on which postage equivalent to one penny has been paid.” After 
such a notice you may be sure 2)4d. stamps will be conspicuous by their 
absence upon letters going to Malta from this part of the world. 


Jamaica, which also stood out, is in a considering mood, and is expected 
to adupt the penny rate before long. 


New Zealand is said to be in much the same frame of mind. By the 
end of the year which has witnessed the introduction of Imperial Penny 
Postage I question whether there will be a single colony outside the arrange- 
ment. 


Australia, now that it has all but settled the question of Federation may 
be expected to fall into line then, if not before. Federation will bring sume 
very drastic postal changes in its train, for there is to be one stamp common 
to all the colonies in the Federation. Then will be the day for those who 
have sorrowed over the faliin Australians. At present the cry is that unused 
Victorians are every year getting scarcer and scarcer in fine unused mint 
condition. They have suffered but little, if at all, from the slump of a few 
years since. 
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You will have heard of the fine old collection that Gibbons Ltd., have 
secured and which was made by the late Mr. Pauwels, a customer of the 
firm in the early days of stamp collecting. The price I am told was about 
£4000. The stamps are mostly in an unused condition, and from the 
glance I have had at the collection are in mint condition. The owner had 
a curious way of fixing his treasures to the page. Hinges evidently had not 
come into fashion, so he lightly wetted the tips of the four corners of each 
stamp and so stuck them on the page. As a result the stamps have been 
removed without trouble or damage. 


When a collection of this sort comes on the market and is broken up for 
sale the philatelic eagles gather round the prey, and it is a case of “first pick.” 
Of course it goes first to the philatelic cemetry of Paris, and when it comes 
back from that quarter then our own specialists scramble for their own 
particular pages. 


Lonpon, 12 April, 1899. 


As intimated in my last letter, I read a paper at a meeting of the London 
Philatelic Society, raising the question of a catalogue for collectors by collec- 
ors, unpriced, one which should set out all normal issues in bold type and 
varieties in small type. Such a catalogue, from my point of view, would be 
equally useful to the beginner and the specialist. The beginner would 
collect the normal varieties set out in large type, and the specialist would 
take everything. I further contended that such a catalogue, if done by such 
an authority as the Premier Society, would largely decide the vexed question 
of recognised varieties 


But it is not to be. All round the table there was a chorus of opinion 
against the idea. It was declared to be impossible, in the present state of our 
philatelic knowledge concerning many countries, to compile such a catalogue 
with any credit to the Society. Country after country was mentioned as be- 
ing unripe for such a catalogue. In other words, the contention really 
amounted to an admission that the Premier Society regards anything in the 
shape of a complete catalogue as something which may be attempted by some 
future generation of Philatelists, but certainly not by the present generation. 


A most curious standpoint surely! That is to say, if you cannot settle 
every possible question you, therefore, must not publish even your knowledge 
up to date. People who take such a stand will never be able, this side of 
Hades, to publish anything that affects any interesting country that reaches 
far back into the philatelic past. Some questions must be left more or less 
unsettled in all countries. 


I may confess candidly that the reception of my suggestion was just 
what I expected. 






But there is another, and for the Society, a much more serious side to 
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the question. At present the Premier Society is living upon its capital,—the 
capital of a reputation of good work done in the past. It cannot live forever 
upon that past, and the shoals of resignations—between 30 and 40—which 
have been so notable a feature in the session now drawing to a close, and 
the few (only three or four) new members elected, point unmistakably to 
the necessity of doing something more than it is to-day to justify its position 
in the philatelic world. 


Mr. Castle intends publishing my paper in the London Philatelist. Then, 
perhaps, we may hear what others than those few who are able to attend the 
meetings have to say. 


On the first of this month the administration of the Niger Coast Pro- 
tectorate, which has hitherto been conducted by our Foreign office, was 
transferred to the Colonial office. How far this change in the administration 
will affect the present issue of stamps remains to be seen. Some people seem 
to expect a new series. I do not. 


+ 


On the same ominous date (1st April), the Imperial German Government 
takes over the administration of the German New Guinea Protectorate. 
Presumably this will not affect the present series of stamps, which consist, 
simply of the stamps of Germany surcharged with the name of the Colony.

REPRINTS AND RE-ISSUES 


In this chapter will be considered not only those printings of obsolete 
issues which may rightly be called reprints (happily a limited number) but also 
all re-issues and special printings which, while available for postal purposes, 
were issued with a view to their sale to stamp collectors rather than for the 
franking of letters. 

The first issue of this nature took place early in 1875. The intention 
of the Government was known in advance, though possibly its full extent 
was not realized. Strange to say, the proposition does not appear to have 
evoked any protest from philatelists or comment in the stamp journals. A 
careful search of the leading journals for 1874 and the early months of 1875 
is not rewarded by finding any announcement of the impending reprinting 
or remarks on the subject. Even the appearance of the reprints in the market 
occasioned only slight comment. 

The author has not been able to find any official statement of the reason 
for making the reprints and re-issues of 1875 but it is generally understood 
that the prime cause was the desire of the Post Office Department to display, 
as part of its exhibit at the International Exposition of 1876, a full set of its 
postal issues. The collection of the Department being incomplete and the 
missing stamps not being obtainable except by purchase at a considerable 
advance over their face value, the simplest way to obtain them appeared to 
be by making impressions from the old plates. In addition to this, the De- 
partment had received frequent applications from stamp collectors for 
specimens of its obsolete issues and this seemed a favorable opportunity to 
provide material to satisfy such requests. 

This action of the Post Office Department—as well as similar acts of 
other governments—gives rise to the thought that, in official eyes, one print- 
ing of a stamp is as good as another. The possibility that it may be less 
satisfactory to others does not appear to be considered, any more than the 
difficulty of making a successful reproduction, after a lapse of years 

When the stamps were ready for distribution the following circular was 
issued :

The 1847 and 1851 stamps are obsolete, and no longer receivable for postage, The 
subsequent issues of ordinary stamps are still valid. The newspaper and periodica stamps 
of 1865 are also uncurrent ; those of the issue of 1874 can be used only by publishers and 
news agents for matter mailed in bulk, uncer the Act of June 23, 1874. The official stan ps 
cannot be used except for the official business of the particular Department for which 
provided. 

All the specimens furnished will be uxgummed,; and the official stamps will have printed 
cross the face the word ‘‘ Specimen,” in small type. It will be useless to apply for gz 
stamps, or for official stamps with the word ‘‘ Specimen” omitted. 

The stamps will be sold by sets, and application must not be made for less than one fi 
set of any issue, except the State Department official stamps and the newspaper and periodical 
stamps of the issue of 1874. The regular set of the former will embrace all the denomina- 
tions from I cent to go cents, inclusive, valued at $2; and any or all of the other denomina- 
tions ($2, $5, $10, and $20) will be added or sold separately from the regular set, as 
desired, 

The newspaper and periodical stamps of 1874 will be sold in quantities of not less than 
two dollars’ worth in each case, of any denomination or denominations that may be ordered 

Stamps of any one denomination of any issue will be sold in quantities of two dollar 
worth and upward. 

Under no circumstances will stamps be sold for less than their face value 

Payment must invariably be made in advance in current funds of the United States. 
Mutilated currency, internal revenue and postage stamps, bank checks and drafts, will not be 
accepted, but will in all cases be returned to the sender. 

To insure greater certainty of transmission, it is strongly urged that remittances be made 
either by money order or registered letter. Applicants will also include a sufficient amount 
for return postage and registry fee, it being desirable to send the stamps by registered letter 
Losses in the mails or by any mode of transmission must be at the risk of the purchaser.

No other stamps will be sold than are included in the above list ; and specimens of 
stamped envelopes, (either official or ordinary,) or of envelope stamps, postal cards, or used 
stamps, will not be furnished in any case.

It is probable that there was an issue of this circular bearing an earlier 
date than that here given. 

The circular was re-issued at various subsequent dates. In a copy 
dated October 16th, 1882, we find the following changes in the section head 
ed “ ORDINARY STAMPS FOR USE OF THE PUBLIC.”

In December, 1883, the 2 cents red-brown (Washington) and 4 cents 
green (Jackson), issued on October 1st of that year, were added to the sos 
called 1870 issue. It has not been learned whether or not a circular wa- 
ever issued in which these two stamps were mentioned. 

Before proceeding to describe the various stamps listed in the circular, 
it may be well to say a few words regarding their status and also to briefly 
define the words “ reprint” and “‘re-issue.’’ Reprints are printings of stamps 
which are not available for postage, either because the original stamps have 
been declared obsolete or because the reprints themselves are not allowed to 
do postal duty. Re-issues are printings of stamps which are available for 
postage, though the originals may have been replaced by a later issue. In 
1861, at the breaking out of the Civil War, the stamps of the issues of 1847 
1851 (including the stamps for delivery by carriers) and 1857 were declared 
obsolete and invalid for postage. At a later period the stamps for newspapers 
and periodicals, of the 1865 issue, suffered a similar fate. Asa consequence, 
subsequent printings of any of these stamps must be called reprints. The 
stamps of the issues of 1861 and 1869 have never been deprived of their 
franking power and the same privilege extends to any printing of them, 
without regard to the date at whichit was made. The stamps made and sold 
in 1875 are, therefore re-issues. The other series enumerated in the circular 
i.e., the 1870 issue, the Department stamps and the Newspapers and Period- 
icals stamps of 1874, were then in use and the specimens prepared for sale 
under the terms of the circular were neither reprints nor re-issues but specia 
printings. 

These stamps were not in anyway a part of the regular issues of the Post 
Office Department and were always kept carefully and entirely separate 
from the regular stock. They were manufactured upon special orders and 
when possible, by the makers of the original issues. They were not distrib- 
uted by the Stamp Agent but from the office of the Third Assistant Post- 
master General. And a special set of accounts was kept for them. From 
these accounts we learn that the first of the stamps was sold on February 
23rd, 1875, and the last on July rsth, 1884. The sale was discontinued and 
the stock on hand counted on July 16th, 1884 and on the 23rd of the same 
month the remainders were destroyed, by order of the Postmaster General. 

It was originally intended to make 10,000 of each denomination of each 
series, except a few high values of the State Department and of the News- 
papers and Periodicals stamps. But this quantity was supplemented in a few 
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instances, as dealers took advantage of the privilege of buying two dollars 
worth of any value and bought largely of the lower values of some series 

The records do not give the dates at which the first consignments were 
received from the various contractors, but it is probable that the deliveries 
were made late in 1874 and early in 1875. We must content ourselves with 
saying 1875. 


IsSUE OF 1847. 


The originals of this issue were made by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson of New York. The reprints were made by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing at Washington. The dies and plates were not the property of 
the government but of the contractors and were destroyed after the termina- 
tion of the contract. Consequently they were not available when it was 
decided to reprint. To supply the deficiency new dies were engraved, in 
imitation of the originals, and new plates made from them. These pilates 
were without imprint or plate number and each contained fifty stamps, 
arranged in five rows of ten. The original plates contained one hundred 
stamps each. 

The report of G. B. McCartee, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, for the fiscal year ending June 3oth, 1875, says: ‘! Engraved two 
dies for the Post Office Department, Special Agent Commission, die No. 
2,088 with one 5 cent and one 10 cent stamp on the same die Engraved 
two plates, 5 and ro cents, postage, 1847. 

Printed 11,450—5 cent stamps. 
Printed 10,o0oo—10 cent stamps.” 

These stamps are, strictly speaking, not even reprints but official counter- 
feits. They differ from the originals in many points, the following being the 
most notable : 

The reprints are slightly shorter and wider than the originals The 
initials ‘‘R. Ww. H. & E.” at the bottom of each stamp are quite indistinct 
in the reprints and it is usually difficult to tell what some of the letters are 
intended to be. They may be further distinguished by the following 
points: Five cents: In the originals the background of the medallion is 
formed of vertical and horizontal lines. In the reprints the vertical lines are 
either very indistinct or entirely wanting. In the originals the left side of 
the white shirt frill touches the frame of the oval on a level with the top of 
the “r” of “rive,” while in the reprints it touches the oval opposite the top 
of the figure “5.” Ten cents: In the reprints the line of the mouth is too 
straight and there is a sleepy look about the eyes. The white collar is so 
heavily shaded as to be barely distinguishable from the collar of the coat. In 
the hair near the left cheek there is a lock’ which appears like a very small 
white circle with a black dot in the centre ; this is not found on the originals. 
On the originals there are four horizontal lines between the “cr ” of “cents” 
and the lower line of the central oval Onthereprints there are five lines 
in the same space, the upper line touching the oval and the lower line the 
tops of the letters ‘‘cr.” 

The stamps of the 1847 issue are usually on a thin crisp bluish wove 
paper of fine quality. They exist also on laid paper and on thin yellowish- 
white wove paper. The reprints are on a thicker wove paper, of coarser 
quality and deeper color (gray or gray-blue) than that of the originals. 
The five cents has also been seen on horizonally laid paper. The reprints 
are usually without gum but a few copies have been seen which have a 
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white gum, very much crackled. This gum is apparently simple gum arabic. 
The reprints are found in the following colors : 


5 cents bistre-brown, yellow-brown, red-brown, brown, 
dark brown, lilac-brown 
10 cents black, gray-black.

ISSUE OF 1857 


The only difference between the issues of 1851 and 1857 is that the 
stamps of the former were imperforate and those of the latter were perforated 
As the reprints of this series were all perforated they can only be considered 
as reprints of the 1857 issue. 

The original stamps of this issue were made by Toppan, Carpenter, 
Casilear & Co. of Philadelphia. The reprints were the work of the Con- 
tinental Bank Note Co. of New York. In 1874, probably about August, 
there were sent to the latter Company the original plates of the 5, 24, 30 and 
go cent stamps and the transfer rolls of the 1, 3, 10 and 12 cents. By means 
of the latter, new plates were made for those four values. These plates had 
neither imprint nor plate number and contained one hundred stamps each. 
The original plates contained two hundred stamps each. On the new plates 
the stamps were set far apart, so that the sheets might be perforated by the 
machines then in use without damage to the designs, as would have happened 
had the original plates of these values been used. 

The 1 cent stamps are all of type I, with full ornamental scrolls at the 
bottom. The 3 cent stamps are also of type I, having the outer lines at top 
and bottom. The 5 cent stamps are from plate No. 2 and, consequently, 
show the same varieties as the original stamps from the plate, i.e. alternate 
rows of types I] and III. The 10 cent stamps are all of type I, showing full 
side ornaments and complete lines outside the top and bottom labels. Of 
the other values there was never more than one type, therefore, in the matter 
of design, the originals and reprints agree. The plates of the 24, 30 and go 
cents each bear the number “ 1.” 

The paper is very white, crisp and hard. 

The stamps are without gum. 

The perforation gauges 12 instead of 15, which, of course, affords a very 
simple test by which to distinguish the reprints. 

The colors are as follows : 


1 cent (type I) bright blue 
3 cents (type I) scarlet 
5 cents (types II & III) orange-brown 
ro cents blue-green 
12 cents greenish black 
24 cents dull violet 
30 cents yellow-orange 
go cents indigo 
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The color of the three cents does not at all resemble any of the shades 
of the original and no attempt was made to imitate the scarcer shades of the 
five cents.

On August 26th, 1874, the Post Office Department sent an order to the 
National Bank Note Co. directing the printing of 10,000 stamps of each 
denomination of the issues of 1861 and 1869. This order was filled in due 
time and the stamps forwarded to Washington. 


IssUE OF 1861. 


The re-issued stamps are of the types known as the ‘‘ September issue.” 
The rarer “‘ August issue” was either unknown or unheeded by the postal 
officials. For some reason new plates were made for the 1, 2, 5, ro and 12 
cents. These plates were numbered respectively 56, 57, 58, 59 and 60. They 
contained one hundred stamps each while the original plates had two 
hundred stamps each. The 3 cent stamps were probably printed from plates 
540r55. The 15, 24, 30, and go cents were fromthe only plates made for 
those values, which were numbered 41, 6, 7 and 18. 

The paper is almost identical with that used by the Continental Bank 
Note Co. for the same purpose and is very white and hard. 

The stamps are perforated 12 and have a yellowish-white gum, very 
much crackled. They are frequently found without gum but there are usually 
indications of its presence at some former time. The very positive assertion 
of the official circular that “all specimens furnished will be wagummed"’ is 
set at naught by the re-issues of this and the next issue. 

The stamps were very carefully printed and have a highly finished 
appearance, suggestive of proofs. The colors are : 


1 cent ultramarine 
2 cents deep black 
3 cents brown-red 
5 cents pale brown 
10 cents blue-green 
12 cents deep black 
15 cents deep black 
24 cents dark brown-violet 
30 cents brown-orange 
go cents dark blue 


No attempt was made to reproduce the pink and scarlet three cents or 
the yellow and red-brown five cents. The grill was not applied to the re- 

















issues of the 1861, 1869 or 1870 series. Forged grills are mentioned by 
Tiffany but none have been seen by the author. The stamps are sufficiently 
scarce to make it improbable that this sort of fraud would often be attempted.

IsSUE OF 1869. 


The re-impressions of this issue, being made at the same time and by 
the same firm as those of the 1861 issue, naturally show the same character- 
istics of paper, gum, perforation, bright colors and careful printing. The 
re-issues are without the grill. Most of the original stamps were grilled and 
the very rare ungrilled varieties may be easily distinguished by their smooth 
brown gum and duller colors. 

For the one cent stamps a new plate, numbered 33, was made. This 
plate had only one hundred and fifty stamps. All the other plates of the 
same value had three hundred stamps each. A new plate was also made for 
the frame of the fifteen cents. This is of a type not used for the originals. 
It is called type III. In types I and II a band of ruled lines, about 1mm. 
wide, extends around the inner edge of the space for the picture. In type 
III this band is omitted with the exception of a solitary line which crosses 
the top of the tablet below the letters “sta” of “postace.” This new 
plate was not numbered. 

The following plates are believed to have been used for printing the 
re-issues, though a few of them lack confirmation :

The one cent stamps are more frequently found on the soft porous paper 
used by the American Bank Note Co. than on the stiff hard paper of the 
National Bank Note Co. This would indicate a reprinting by the former com- 
pany. But the records are silent concerning it and we must content ourselves 
with the knowledge that the stamps exist.

IsSUE OF 1870. 


To speak correctly, this was not a re-issue of the stamps of the 1870 
series but a special printing of the 1873 and 1875 issues, which were then 
current. The work was not done by the National Bank Note Co., makers 
of the 1870 issue, but by the Continental Bank Note Co. and from the plates 
they were then using. The 1873 set, from one to ninety cents, were pro- 
bably delivered in Washington not far from May ist, 1875. ‘The first of the 
stamps were sold on May sth, 1875. The two cents vermilion and five cents 
(Taylor) were added to the set early in 1876. 

It is not easy to understand why a special printing should be made of 
stamps that were in use at the time. As it was announced that the stamps 
would be without gum—and, therefore, unfinished—collectors could scarcely 
be expected to be eager purchasers, when perfect specimens might be obtained 
at the post offices. Perhaps they were designed to meet orders from abroad. 
But, in all probability, the intention was to make complete the series of 
postal issues placed on sale. As has been said in an earlier paragraph, these 
stamps were kept entirely apart from the regular business of the Department 
and this may account for their being printed upon a special order instead of 
being taken from the regular stock. 

It is extremely difficult to distinguish the stamps of this printing from 
the regular issue. It requires a keen eye for color and great familiarity with 
the stamps of the period. The stamps of the special printing have the 
freshness and appearance of careful workmanship which have been noticed in 
companion sets. Many of them, however, were printed from worn plates. 
They are on the peculiarly white, crisp paper used for the reprints and 
re-issues. Occasionally one has the crackled white gum, but most of them 
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have none. A notable feature of this set is that the perforations are seldom 
perfect. ‘The stamps were not separated in the usual way, by tearing them 
apart, but were cut apart with scissors and very carelessly. Asa result the 
perforations are usually much mutilated and the design frequently is 
damaged also.

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The highest three values were printed from the plates of the National 
Bank Note Co., Nos. 21, 22 and 23. The 7 and 15 cent stamps were 
printed from the only plates made for those values, viz., Nos. 22 and 31. 
The 2 cents vermilion were from plates 241 and 242 and the 5 cents 
(Taylor) was from plate 248. It has not been possible to learn what plates 
were used for the other values 

The records of the Third Assistant Postmaster-General shows that, on 
July 16th, 1880, there were received from the Stamp Agent 500 copies of 


each value of this series These are, of course, the work of the American 


Bank Note Co. We have yet to learn the reason for adding this quantity to 
a stock which was already too abundant. 

A careful examination of a set of these stamps shows them to be a 
special printing also. So far as we are aware nothing was ever done to 
bring this set to the attention of the public. They were absolutely unknown 


to philatelists until discovered and reported by the author (see AMERICAN 
JOURNAL OF PHILATELY for May, 1896, page 195.) 

The paper and the perforation are the same as were then in regular use 
The stamps were not gummed. The 2 cents (brown), 7, 12 and 24 cents 
were obsolete and are, therefore, re-issues. These four values may be readily 
distinguished by the soft porous paper. All the originals were on the hard 
paper used by the National and Continental companies. It is very difficult 
to teil the other values of this set from the stamps of the regular issue. The 
colors aré slightly deeper and richer than usual but the differences are not 
easily expressed. Very careful comparison witha set known to have been 
purchased at the period is the only certain way to identify specimens. The 
stamps are of extreme rarity. Only three complete sets and a few odd copies 
are known to exist. The colors are:

It has not been possible to learn the numbers of the plates used for this 
printing. The 7, 15, 24, 30 and go cents must, of course, be from the only 
plates that were made for those values. 

The two special printings of the 1873 series are treated in the records as 
being one issue and we are ,therefore, unable to say how many of each were 
sold. The total of the two is small and it is probable that the sale of the 
later printing was extremely limited. The figures are as follows :

From the records we learn that there were on hand, at the time of the 
final counting of the stock before its destruction, 7,537 of the 5 cents brown 
(Garfield), but we do not find any memorandum of the quantity originally 
received. We are probably correct in placing the number at the customary 
10,000. This would give a total of 2,463 sold to the public. 

The stamp was issued on April roth, 1882, and the special printing was 
doubtless made soon after that date. The author has never seen a copy of 
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the latter but is informed that it is printed in yellow-brown, on the paper 
then in regular use and is without gum. For lack of fuller information no 
attempt can be made to indicate the difference, if any, between this special 
printing and the stamps of the regular issue. The stamps were probably 
printed from plates Nos. 399 and 400. 


IssuE OF 1883. 


Still another printing was received from the Stamp Agency on December 
sth, 1883. This consisted of 2,000 copies each of the 2 cents red-brown 
(Washington) and 4 cents blue-green (Jackson), issued October 1st, 1883. 
The colors are said to be rather pale, the paper that in regular use and the 
stamps ungummed. Further description cannot be given at present. It is 
not known what plates were used for the 2 cent stamps. For the 4 cents, 
plates 456 or 457 must have been used. The records show

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History of the Correspondence Card and of 


other Entires of the Belgian Postal Service. 


By JULEs Bouvez. 
(Continued from page 140.) 


If the postal convention of Paris, of June 1st, 1878, was the beginning 
of important modifications in the creation of new postal values in Belgium, 
the putting into effect on April rst, 1886, of the resolutions of the Congress of 
Lisbon, brought about, in turn, new changes in the emission of postal entires. 

Among the principal innovations effected upon this occasion, we find : 

1° The admission of postal cards with paid reply for all the countries 
of the Union. 

2° The admission in the international service of single or double postal 
cards of private manufacture. 

On the 1st of April, 1886, the domain of the Postal Union embraced 
all the countries of Europe and America; Asia excepting China (whose 
more important places, however, were provided with English, Japanese or 
Russian post offices, entitled to the advantages of the Union); Africa, 
excepting the republics Orange Free State and Transvaal, and the colonies 
Cape of Good Hope and Natal, the islands Ascension and St. Helena 
and several establishments on the West Coast; and finally Oceanica ex- 
cepting the Australian Colonies. Although represented at the Postal Congress 
of Lisbon, these colonies believed it advisable, nevertheless, to defer their 
entry into the Union. 

It is of interest to recall here that the labors of the Postal Congress held 
at Lisbon in 1885 have resulted in additional rules perfecting the work of the 
preceding Conventions of Berne and of Paris and which may be. considered 
of capital importance. As far as postal cards are concerned, the convention 
signed by the plenipotentiaries of the contracting countries contains the 
following : 

“Art. 2. All contracting countries are not bound to issue ‘cards with 
paid reply’ but they assume the obligation of returning the reply-cards 
received from other countries of the Union. 

“Art 4. Reply postal cards in transit to the country of their origin 
shall be exempt from all charges on land or sea. 

“ Art. 5. The rate for the transmission of postal matter throughout the 
extent of the Union, including delivery at the domicile of the addressee in 
the countries of the Union where the free delivery service has been or may 
be established shall be as follows : 

For postal cards 1o centimes for each simple card or for each of the two 
parts of the card with paid reply. 

‘“‘ Art. 6. Postal cards originating in the countries of the Union shall 
be stamped by the receiving office with a cancellation stamp showing the date 
and place of their entry into that office. The imprint of this stamp may 
be applied upon the face or the back according to the domestic regulations 
of the receiving country. 

“Art. 15. Postal cards must be transmitted open. The face shall be 
reserved for the address of the addressee ; but the sender may add to this 
his name or address by means of a hand stamp, a rubber stamp or any other 
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typographical process. The name of the sender may be written on the face 
of a postal card, but the affixing of an address label is forbidden. 

As far as possible, postal cards issued specially for circulation in the 
Postal Union shall bear on their face, in French, or with a sublinear transla- 
tion in the language of the issuing country, the following : 

CARTE POSTALE 
Union postale universelle. 
(Cote réservé & l adresse.) 


The postage stamp representing the prepayment shall appear at the 
upper righthand corner ; this shall also apply to adhesive stamps which it 
may be necessary to add. It is forbidden to attach to postal cards any 
object whatever excepting the stamps necessary for prepayment of postage. 

As a general rule, postal cards with paid reply must bear on their face 
the imprint on the first half: ‘Carte postale avec réponse payée” on the 
second half: “ Carte postale avec réponse,” both parts must comply with 
the other conditions prescribed for single postal cards : they shall be folded 
one over the other, and may not be closed in any manner whatever. 

It shall be legal for the sender of a postal card with paid reply to inscribe 
his name and address upon the face of the reply card. 

The reply card shall not be addressed to any country except that in 
which it originated ; in the contrary case it shall not be forwarded. 

Private postal cards, simple or with paid reply shall be admitted to 
international circulation provided the laws of the country of origin permit 
it and they conform, at least in form and consistence of paper, with the 
postal cards issued by the post office of the country of origin.” 

As may be imagined these conclusions had the happy result of bringing 
about new extensions of the circulation of postal cards. For the edification 
of our readers on this point we deem it interesting to submit the following 
comparative table showing the circulation of these values in the different 
countries of the Union during the years 1875 and 1886. These will prove 
the great importance of the step and the immense services thereby rendered 
to the public. Ina previous article, we have stated that the honor of the 
invention of the the postal card belongs to Doctor Hermann, of Vienna. 
The postal administrations have not lost sight of the benefits conferred by 
this inventor for on the occasion, recently, of the 30th anniversary of this 
creation, they addressed their congratulations and respects to the learned 
professor.

Postal 


At the period when the resolutions of the Congress of Lisbon, relative 





to the postal cards, went into effect, Belgium had on hand a large stock of 
the different values of cards, and consequently found itself compelled to 
postpone the manufacture of the new postal cards which it had been intended 
to issue, the increased size of which was to offer additional accomodation to 
the public. It was, therefore, not until the latter part of 1887 that the order 
reproduced below was issued : 

BRUSSELS, 12th November, 1887. 

The department has adopted a larger size for all postal cards of the 
different values which may be manufactured in future. 

From this date all the 5 centime cards furnished will be of this larger 
size ; the other cards, single and double, of the larger model will be succes- 
sively placed in use as the stamp Bureau exhausts the stock now on hand. 

The sheets of postal cards furnished for the printing of advertisements 
will, in future, consist of 72 single or 36 double cards. 

The minimum of sheets to be furnished is reduced to ro. 

It is recommended that the new cards be not sold before the stock of 
old cards is entirely exhausted ; further, the exchange of old cards for 
mew ones is forbidden.

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The new cards, issued pursuant to this decision and of the same type as 
those preceding, measured gox140mm. They still bore in the two languages, 
French and Flemish, the notice “Cété réservé a l’adresse—Zyde voor het 
adres alleen.” Besides the delivery of the cards in sheets (72 single or 36 
double cards to the sheet) necessarily resulted in a considerable variation in 
the distance between the upper edge of the card and the postage stamp im- 
printed on the same horizontal line as the inscription ‘“ Carte postale,”’ 
although the cards were of equal size. 

We therefore find specimens of the type measuring 90x140mm. on which 
the stamp appears 13mm. from the upper and 55mm. from the lower edge, 
although generally the distances are 7 and 61mm. respectively. It will 
readily be perceived that these anomalies result from inexact cutting of 
the sheets. Nevertheless these are “‘freaks"’ of which the specialists in 
entires have taken advantage. 

We print below a reduced reproduction of the 5 centime card cut 
under normal conditions.

Counterfeits of Puerto Principe Surcharges.

The extreme rarity of many of the varieties of these interesting stamps 
has, as was expected, tempted the forgers, and quite a liberal supply of 
counterfeits of these stamps is now on the market. The difference between 
the genuine and the counterfeit is more in the character of the impression 
than in the surcharge itself and accurate knowledge of the genuine varieties 
is required in order to distinguish the real from the false. The counterfeits 
are in some cases supplied with genuine cancellations and in others with 
forged ones. We can only advise collectors to be extremely careful in buying 
these stamps as but few dealers have seen any large number of them and 
hence but few are able to tell the genuine from the counterfeit. 
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Belgium Telegraph Stamps. 


UsepD AS SPECIAL DELIVERY STAMPS 


Our agent in Brussels has sent us the following in regard to these stamps 
which, according to our other correspondent, Mr. Bouvéz, have done service 
as postage stamps. Our readers may draw their own conclusions : 

“ Telegraph ” stamps, as Special Delivery stamps (the 25c excepted) are 
nonsense ; Bouvéz, Senf, etc., to the contrary notwithstanding. 

In,their time the 25c telegraph stamps were used for special delivery 
letters ; in the majority of cases, on such letters, they were found cancelled 
with a hexagonal stamp. When, however, they were cancelled at a sub- 
station or a smaller office, which had only the circular cancellation stamp, 
this was necessarily employed. In the less important telegraph offices too, 
particularly where the telegraph and post offices were combined at the rail- 
road station, either cancellation stamp was used according to the convenience 
of the moment, and consequently soc, fr.1.00 and fr.5.00 telegraph stamps, on 
the telegraph blanks, are also found with circular (postal) cancellations ; 
unscrupulous individuals describe these as having been used on special 
delivery letters and sell them as such—just as others endeavor to sell postal 
packet stamps, cancelled at small stations with the circular cancellation stamp, 
as postage stamps. 

At present only postage stamps are used to prepay special delivery fees, 
25 centimes for each letter, (the single or plural postal rate not included) ; 
and this charge is the same for every post office or railroad station in the 
country, 25c equally for Ostend or Verviers. Should the destination of the 
letter be beyond the limits of the office, the receiving office collects the rate 
in cash according to a distance tariff (per kilometre) established for each 
locality, and enters it to the credit of the delivering office. Consequently no 
50c, fr,1.00 or fr.5.00 stamps are to be found on special delivery letters 

It is necessary to be cautious even with the circular cancelled 25¢ 
telegraph stamps, at one time actually used on special delivery letters ; the 
dark green (including the dark yellow green) only is genuine. The light 
green and the emerald green are too recent ; these colors appeared after the 
use of postage stamps exclusively for special delivery letters had begun. The 
best criterion is an eld date-stamp. 

The best way to get 5c and roc telegraph stamps “ postally used,” is to 
prepay a local letter with such stamps and drop it in the post box, or in one 
of the boxes found on omnibuses or street cars, instead of handing it over 
the counter as prescribed. The cancelling clerk will note “found in the 
box’ and let the letter pass, since the government loses nothing by the 
operation. 














Auction Sales. 


The improvement in the stamp business which has been apparent during 
the past few months made itself plainly felt at our 147th auction sale, con- 
taining the collection of Mr. Albert R. Gallatin and various other lots. The 
prices realized were extremely satisfactory. The bidding was more spirited 
than at any auction sale in the last two years, and we confidently expect that 
next season will show many record prices. Collectors are beinning to realize 
that they can no longer obtain stamps at auction for a mere song, and by 
next fall bids will certainly be on a much higher level than has recently been 
the case.

QUEENSLAND.—We quote the following from the Australian Philatelist 
in regard to the recent vagaries in perforation : 
“ The zigzag perforation was a fiasco, principally on account of it being 
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necessary to perforate defore gumming. The gum then fastened up the holes 
made by the steel rule. It was impossible to perforate after gumming, and 
about 3,000 out of the 5,000 sheets printed and issued to the General Post 
Office were returned to the Government Printing Office, to be perforated in 
the ordinary way by the comb machine. There are thus four varieties of 
this latest perforation, viz.: 

1. Serrated. 3. Serrated and perf. 12% 

2. Serrated in black. 4. Serrated in black and perf. 12% 

The explanation given for the existence of the serrated in black variety 

is that the machinists (this work being done on an ordinary printing machine), 
in order to get the perforation to register properly, ran several sample sheets 
through the press and so arranged it that the frame did not perforate, but, 
with the judicious application of a little printer's ink, simply left a black 
impression. Where this impsession encroached on the coloured design of the 
stamp, the register was altered, until at last all the lines of the perforating 
frame fell between the rows of stamps, then the “sampling” was discontinued, 
and the perforating proceeded merrily.”

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In our December number we illustrated a new design of Honduras 
stamps, our illustration being taken from copies shown us by Mr. B. Von 
Hodenberg who received them on letters addressed to his firm. Mr, Von 
Hodenberg has since sought further information on the subject and has 
received the following reply from his correspondent : 

“ Referring to a letter of yours of some time ago, addressed to our Mr 
Maclachlan who is in Europe, we beg to say that the stamps your friend 
desires are fisca/ stamps and are still in use, but cannot be used as postage 
stamps.” 

It would therefore appear that these stamps are merely revenue stamps, 
although they were, no doubt, used for postage for a short time, in order to 
supply a deficiency.

Mr. J. M. Bartels furnishes to the Metropolitan Philatelist considerable 
information in regard to the new stamps and postal stationery to be issued 
for Cuba.

The 
The word ‘Cuba’ appears at top and ‘ Dos’ or ‘Cinco Centavos,” respec- 
tively, at bottom. The figure of value appears twice at side, surrounded by 
foliage. A circle of pearls surrounds the head. No word has been received 
from Cuba as to sizes and paper varieties wanted. It appears that for the 
present the regular U. S. paper will be used for their manufacture, but later 
on a distinctively Cuban watermark will probably be adopted. The pros- 
pects for a sufficient number of varieties are therefore quite bright.”

NICARAGUA.—During the recent 
revolution in this country communi- 
cation between Bluefields and the 
capital became interrupted, and in 
consequence it was impossible to 
obtain new supplies of stamps when 
the stock on hand had become ex- 
hausted. In order to provide for this 
deficiency the postmaster issued a 
number of surcharged envelopes,using 
for that purpose the arms of Nicaragua 
in a triangle with the values 5, 10 or 
zoc underneath, the envelopes being 
stamped, in addition, with the seal of 
the Treasury Department, in order to 
make counterfeiting more difficult. 
Our illustration shows the two sur- 
charges, the impression of the arms 
and the values being in black and the 
Treasury seal in violet. No specula- 
tion was indulged in in these enve- 
lopes, ourinformation being supplied 
by Mr.A.C.Hofman,a prominent busi- 
ness man of the town of Bluefields. 

In our March number we chronicled 
some stamps of the 1899 issue, and 
stated that the 5 pesos value had 
been dropped from the list. We now 
find, however, that a 5 pesos value 
was issued together with the rest of 
the set. 

We have received 4 new cards, all 
of the same design viz: a view of 
the port of Corinto at top with stamp 
in right upper corner.

PERSIA.—We are informed by Mr. 
H. O. Marimian that extensive thefts 
have been perpetrated by parties 
employed in the post office and that, 
in order to protect its revenues, the 
Government was compelled to adopt 
some means of making the stolen 
stamps useless for postal purposes. 
It was therefore determined to sur- 
charge the entire stock of stamps re- 
maining on hand, but we fear that 
this surcharging will be but little of a 
safeguard against fraud as it is so very 
crude in its nature. Five different 
ornamental designs have been used 
for the surcharging, which we shall 
illustrate as soon as we are in the 
possession of copies fine enough to 
admit of proper reproductions. The 
1, 2 and 3s are surcharged alike, the 
4 and 5s have the same surcharge, 
the 8, 10, 12 and 16s form the third 
group, the 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 krans have 
the same surcharge, and the 1o and 
50 krans a special surcharge of their 
own.
